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Middle school student receives death threat 


Police seek warrant to track source of message

City police are working 
to track down an unknown 
user of a popular instant mes¬ 
saging service who allegedly 
sent a death threat by text to 
an Anderson County Middle 


School student early last 
week. 

According to Lawrence¬ 
burg police officer and mid¬ 
dle school resource officer 
Joe Saunier, the mother of a 
seventh grade student con¬ 


tacted police after learning 
her daughter had been sent 
a message threatening her 
life from an unknown user of 
the mobile instant messaging 
service Kik on her daughter’s 
Instagram account. 

Saunier said both the 
mother and daughter have 
been pretty shaken up by the 


incident, and that it has been 
aggravating trying to find a 
perpetrator with only a user- 
name to go by. At this point in 
the investigation, he said, he’s 
not sure if the user is local, 
out of state or even out of the 
country. 

“It’s as aggravating as it can 
be, and it’s aggravating know¬ 


ing that even if I locate (the 
suspect), may not be able to 
charge (him or her),” Saunier 
said. 

Kik, according to its web¬ 
site, was founded in 2009 and 
currently has more than 100 
million users who are able to

Giles, 74, died Satur¬ 
day, Jan. 25 at his home 
of natural causes. 
According to Anderson 
County Coroner Mark 
Tussey, Giles had been 
struggling with sev¬ 
eral medical issues in 
the last few months, 
including a heart ail¬ 
ment. 

Born in Anderson 
County to the late 
John William and 
Christine Perry Giles, 
William Larry Giles 
spent several years in 
the Marine Corps and 
more than 26 years 
with the Kentucky 
State Police as a troop¬ 
er, instructor and as 
part of the Governor’s 
security detail. 

He also served as 
the director of law 
enforcement division 
with Kentucky Fish 8c 
Wildlife, and had been 
serving his 16th year as 
city councilman at the 
time of his death. 

Giles is survived by 
his wife of 53 years 
Pat Holland Giles; 
two children, John W. 
Giles of Lawrence¬ 
burg and Christy

School district 
plays hardball 
with ousted 
softball coach 

Judge denies restraining order; 
attorney says Glass used field 
to conduct 'private business'

The school district’s attorney alleged 
Monday that former varsity softball coach 
Brian Glass used the district’s 
softball facility to operate a 
“private business,” and that 
a uniform purchase for the 
team benefitted a member of 
his family. 

The allegations came dur¬ 
ing a two-hour hearing that 
ended with Circuit Court 
Judge Charles Hickman reject¬ 
ing Glass’ motion for an emer¬ 
gency restraining order against the school 
district that would have given him back his 
coaching job. 

Following Hickman’s ruling, Glass’ attor-

freezing once more with more snow 
turning to ice to keep schools closed 
from Tuesday, Jan. 21 into Friday, Jan. 
24. 

Most after school extracurricular 
activities including sports practices 
and games found themselves can¬ 
celed due to school closings and bad 
weather and the annual January dis¬ 
trict-wide spelling bee was postponed 
because of the closures. 

According to Superintendent Shei¬ 
la Mitchell, five staff members spent 
a portion of their snow days driving 
around the county to check road con¬ 
ditions, later posting photos of roads 
such as Powell Taylor, Anderson City, 
Jenny Lillard, Westwood an Lanes 
Mill, to name a few. 

Derek Shouse, director of student 
services, said some of the staff was up 
at 4:30 a.m. to monitor road conditions 
in the county where it might be dan¬ 
gerous for district buses. 

In addition to the safety of stu¬ 
dents, dismissing school on a day in 
which there is probable cause for 
low attendance also affects funding 
based on the district’s average daily 
attendance (ADA) rate. Although low 
attendance does have a direct effect 
on funding, Shouse said none of last 
week’s dismissals were decided based 
on financial consequences of closing. 

Low attendance is also a detriment 
to keeping students on track academi¬ 
cally, he added. 

“With the high standards expected 
of our students, they deserve to have 
access to teaching,” Shouse said. 
“Hopefully this weather will break, 
we can get back to routines, and focus 
our energy on teaching and learning.” 

According to state law, the district 
is required to have at least 177 six- 
hour instructional days for the 2013- 
2014 school year, and Anderson Coun-

ty schedules 170 instructional days 
due to its longer overall school day. 
Current make up days being used to 
offset the recent dismissals will be 
Feb. 3 and March 10, Mitchell said. 

Presidents’ Day, a national holiday, 
will also be used to make up school 
closures after being approved by the 
Board of Education at its Monday 
night board meeting. 

As of Friday, Jan. 24, the tentative 
last day of school has been scheduled 
for Friday, May 30 given the district 
doesn’t have any more bad weather 
cancellations, Shouse said. Other 
make up days the district may con¬ 
sider include spring break, scheduled 
for March 28 through April 4, or 
Memorial Day, according to Shouse.

Snow days: blessing or a curse? 

The Anderson News recently asked some Facebook readers what they thought of the unusual number of recent 
school dismissals, and if there are any particular challenges when it comes to a week of their children at home: 

"The only problem I have is that the kids are going crazy in the house. It's too cold to go out and play in the snow. 
I know people have issues with childcare but I would rather school be called off and the kids, teachers, bus driv¬ 
ers and more, are safe. I think of the teachers that have to stand outside for car duty also." 

"I hate the idea of making up so many missed days. I would much rather have our students and staff safe. We 
aren't just dealing with adult drivers either. We have to remember how many high school students drive and 
would be on the roads too." 

"These days have been legitimate, it's the couple-three days they called when all we got was rain that was the 
problem..." 

"I am a stay at home mom for the first time in 10 years. My kids have been going outside to play everyday and 
running errands with me. They miss their friends but the mental break from school is refreshing for them. We 
work in their reading and spelling words every day to keep them thinking. If the county would plow the neigh¬ 
borhood roads they could go to school....until then we are getting some time I haven't had since they started 
school."

ney, David Guarnieri, 
accused school Superin¬ 
tendent Sheila Mitchell 
and her attorney, Robert 
Chenoweth, of “playing 
games” while question¬ 
ing if an anti-nepotism 
law is the only reason 
Glass is no longer the 
varsity coach. 

“Brian is entitled to 
some honest answers,” 
Guarnieri said moments 
after the hearing ended, 
adding that he is consid¬ 
ering taking Hickman’s 
ruling to the state’s 
Court of Appeals. “His 
players are entitled to 
some honest answers 
about why he’s not 
coaching. If [the school 
district] is going to play 
games and not address 
what the issue is, it’s a 
disservice to my client.” 

Glass lost his coach¬ 
ing and teaching jobs 
at the high school last 
summer when Mitch¬ 
ell named his brother, 
Chris, interim high 
school principal. Mitch¬ 
ell reassigned Brian 
Glass to teach at the 
middle school and be an 
assistant middle school 
softball coach. 

Glass objected, saying 
the state’s anti-nepotism 
law doesn’t apply to 
coaches and that, in 


essence, he reported to 
athletic director Rick 
Sallee, not the high 
school principal. 

During Monday’s 
hearing, Chenoweth 
peppered Brian Glass 
with questions about his 
interaction with previ¬ 
ous principals, including 
his former principal 
Ronnie Fields. 

“Do you remember 
Mr. Fields talking to you 
about the inappropriate 
purchase of uniforms?” 
Chenoweth asked, add¬ 
ing that the purchase 
would benefit a family 
member of the Glass 
brothers. 

Glass said he did. 

“Do you remember 
Mr. Fields talking to you 
about using the soft- 
ball field [to operate] a 
private business?” Che¬ 
noweth asked. 

Brian Glass said he 
remembered that con¬ 
versation, too. 

Hickman, the judge, 
said in denying Brian 
Glass’ motion to be 
reinstated immediately 


that he wasn’t ruling on 
the nepotism issue, only 
that the motion didn’t 
meet the criteria to issue 
a restraining order. 

“That won’t be decid¬ 
ed today,” Hickman said. 

Throughout the hear¬ 
ing, Chenoweth con¬ 
tended that Brian Glass 
and his attorney could 
not establish that he 
had a “concrete personal 
right” to be the varsity 
softball coach. 

He also contended 
that even if Mitchell 
misapplied the anti¬ 
nepotism law in reas¬ 
signing Brian Glass, it 
didn’t matter because 
coaches serve on a year- 
to-year basis at her dis¬ 
cretion. 

“Even if Ms. Mitchell 
is wrong, she’s entitled 
to be wrong in her 
interpretation of the 
law,” Chenoweth said. 

“If Sheila got up one 
morning and decided 
it’s time for a change, 
she has the right to do 
that.”

reinstated, Glass con¬ 
tends that if the district 
hires another varsity 
coach while his suit 
makes its way through 
court, it would harm his 
career. 

During testimony, 
he said that his goal is 
coach softball at the col¬ 
legiate level and to do 
so, he would first need 
to win a state title at the 
high school level. 

He said this year’s 
team has a chance to do 
that and him not being 
there harms him and his 
former players. 

Guarnieri, his attor¬ 
ney, contended through¬ 
out the hearing that 
Mitchell, through legal 
counsel, misapplied the 
anti-nepotism law and, 
because of that, Brian 
Glass should be able to 
return as varsity coach 
until the court has made 


that determination. 

Hickman granted 
the district’s motion to 
have the parents of one 
softball player removed 
from the lawsuit, but 


denied one that would 
have removed the 
school board.

Report on the Financial Statement 

We have audited the Anderson County Sheriffs Settlement - 2012 Taxes for the period April 17, 2012 through April 15, 2013 - 
regulatory basis, and the related notes to the financial statement. 

Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statement 

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of the financial statement in accordance with accounting practices 
prescribed or permitted by the laws of Kentucky to demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of Kentucky’s regulatory basis 
of accounting as described in Note 1. Management is also responsible for the design, implementation, and maintenance of internal 
control relevant to the preparation and fair presentation of the financial statement that is free from material misstatement, whether due 
to fraud or error. 

Auditor’s Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express an opinion on the financial statement based on our audit. We conducted our audit in accordance with 
auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in 
Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for Sheriffs Tax 
Settlements issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and 
perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statement is free from material misstatement. 

An audit involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts and disclosures in the financial statement. The 
procedures selected depend on the auditor’s judgment, including the assessment of the risks of material misstatement of the financial 
statement, whether due to fraud or error. In making those risk assessments, the auditor considers internal control relevant to the 
entity’s preparation and fair presentation of the financial statement in order to design audit procedures that are appropriate in the 
circumstances, but not for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the effectiveness of the entity’s internal control.

The effects on the financial statement of the variances between the regulatory basis of accounting described in Note 1 and accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, although not reasonably determinable, are presumed to be material. 
Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles 

In our opinion, because of the significance of the matter discussed in the Basis for Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted 
Accounting Principles paragraph, the financial statement referred to above does not present fairly, in accordance with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, the financial position of each fund of the County Sheriff, as of April 15, 
2013, or changes in financial position or cash flows thereof for the year then ended. 

Opinion on Regulatory Basis of Accounting 

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the taxes charged, credited, and paid 
for the period April 17, 2012 through April 15, 2013 of the Anderson County Sheriff, in accordance with the basis of accounting 
practices prescribed or permitted by the Commonwealth of Kentucky as described in Note 1.

share messages and pho¬ 
tos within other smart¬ 
phone applications such 
as Instagram. 

Saunier said he does 
not believe the student 
accessed the threatening 
message from her cell 
phone, but used another 
device and found the 
message through her 
Instagram account. 

He added that he’s not 
sure of the exact date 
when the message was 
received by the girl. 

Saunier said he filed a 
preservation search war¬ 
rant Jan. 22 with Kik’s 
custodian of records 
asking for any records 
attached to the suspect’s 
user account (the user- 
name in question, moth¬ 
er -uses an expletive 

unfit for publication.) 

Kik responded imme¬ 
diately to Saunier’s 
warrant, adding officers 
would receive a response 


in 48-72 hours. 

Saunier said the case 
is still an active investi¬ 
gation, and said he could 
not comment further on 
exactly what the mes¬ 
sage sent to the juvenile 
said other than that 
the message included a 
threat to end the girl’s 
life. 

To his knowledge, 
Saunier said, no mes¬ 
sages were sent from 
the juvenile to the sus¬ 
pect in response to the 
suspect’s initial contact 
with the student. 

Kik allows users to 
chat without registering 
a cell phone number, 
making the service 
extremely attractive to 
young people, accord¬ 
ing to Kik CEO Ted 
Livingston in a CNET 
article from December 
2013. Usernames are 
most often exchanged 
on social networks Insta¬ 
gram, Tumblr and Twit¬ 
ter to talk with other 
people, Livingston said 
in the article. 

If the suspect who 


threatened the stu¬ 
dent can be traced and 
tracked down, he or she 
could be charged with 
at least one count of ter¬ 
roristic threatening, a 
misdemeanor, he said. 

The likelihood of that 
suspect facing those 
misdemeanor charges is 
slim, Saunier said, espe¬ 
cially if the suspect sent 
the threat while living 
out of state. 

According to Ander¬ 
son County Attorney 
Bobbi Jo Lewis and 
Anderson County 
Sheriff Troy Young, sus¬ 
pects with out of state 
residencies cannot be 
extradited back to Ken¬ 
tucky on misdemeanor 
charges, only felony 
charges. 

Young said one 
option for police would 
be to issue a warrant 
for the suspect’s arrest 
if he or she ever came 
into Kentucky with the 
intent to do harm. 

Lewis said that 
although extradition 
may not be an option 


in this particular case, 
if necessary, the county 
attorney’s office would 
work hard to bring 
suspects back to face 
charges. 

“I think the most 
important thing to be 
take away from this 
is that parents need to 
be cognizant of social 
media sites their kids 
are on,” Lewis said. 


Kik surfaced in the 
news early last week 
after a 13-year-old Janes¬ 
ville, Wise., teen was 
sexually assaulted by 
a 20-year-old man who 
she met through Kik. 

The man contacted 
the teen using Kik in 
conjunction with Insta¬ 
gram, according to the 
Jan. 21 article from The 
Janesville Gazette.

From Western New York to South 
Florida and points in between, I’ve 
plied my trade as best I know how, 
and feel proud to have done so here 
for the past eight years. 

Have I accomplished all I set out 
to do during that time? No, if for no

No, it wasn’t helping the paper make money, nor any particu¬ 
lar news article, editorial or column.

Proposed Bluegrass Pipeline pittin: 
neighbors against each other 


To the editor: 

he [proposed] Bluegrass Pipeline 
has nothing to do with energy inde¬ 
pendence. The pipeline is not about 
heating homes with natural gas. It is about 
the leftover byproducts of natural gas that 
can be shipped elsewhere at ports in the 
Gulf to produce plastics overseas. It only 
benefits [owners] Williams Company and 
Boardwalk. 

The pipeline is damaging our com¬ 
munity even though construction hasn’t 
begun. Neighbors don’t want to tell neigh¬ 
bors what to do with their land, but no one 
wants a hazardous pipeline in his or her 
neighborhood. 

Many hard-working landowners have 
decided that a one-time payment — no 
matter how large — is not worth damaging 
relations with neighbors, devaluing their 
land and putting their community, families 
and future generations at risk. 

Collectively, landowners in the state can 
join the ranks of those saying no to protect 
our land, farms, water and the Bluegrass 
name. 

The pipeline will carry natural gas liq¬ 
uids, a hazardous liquid that exported or 
used in the petrochemical industry, not 
natural gas to be used by Kentuckians. The 
proposed route would endanger Anderson 
County because it would go through karst 
(underground water and sinkholes) terrain. 
Leaks could have immediate consequences 
at locations miles or tens of miles away 
due to groundwater speed, according to one 
Kentucky hydrologist. 

Pipeline expert Richard Kuprewicz 


recently commented: “You’ve got to be nuts 
to put a large HVL (highly volatile liquids) 
pipeline in karst terrain.” 

While many hope that new pipelines 
are safer, the first leg of the recently con¬ 
structed Keystone Pipeline spilled 12 times 
in its first year of operation, including 
a 21,000-gallon hazardous liquid spill in 
North Dakota. If Bluegrass Pipeline is con¬ 
structed, it will leak and could contaminate 
the county’s watersheds with Benzene, a 
cancer-causing agent. 

The company has not been forthcoming 
about how a large lead could go unnoticed 
by their remote system in Oklahoma. 

But based on industry standards for leak 
detection equipment and the high volume 
of liquids going through the pipeline, an 
engineer calculated that more than 8,000 
gallons of NGL could lead daily and go 
undetected. A Williams NGL lead went 
unnoticed for two weeks last year in Colo¬ 
rado and their underground water is still 
poisoned with Benzene. 

We hope Anderson County landowners 
will consider their families and community 
and tell the pipeline people that their land 
cannot be bought with their money. 

Don and I have. 

Please call 800-372-7181 [the state’s leg¬ 
islative hotline] and say you are against 
the pipeline, eminent domain and ask that 
your message go to all legislators. 

The call costs nothing, but it may save 
our clean water and air.

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Snow days much more complicated from educators’ point of view 


T ime stops for no one, 
and no one is more 
aware of this than 
Anderson County 
administrators 
looking to make 
up snow days. 

Sure, snow 
days come with 
hot chocolate and 
marshmallows, 
warm fires and 
sledding, cabin 
fever and movie 
marathons. 

They also 
involve questions 
about funding 
formulas, con¬ 
tinued compliance with state 
law and strong opinions about 
which days are the best days 
to recover classroom time. 


As of last Friday, Anderson 
County students have missed 
nine days of school due to 
weather. Five of those days 
were school cancellations in 
just the last two weeks, four 
school days dismissed in a 
row. 

According to a recent arti¬ 
cle in the Herald-Leader on 
the subject of snow days and 
making up instructional time, 
the state requires 177 six-hour 
school days or a total of 1,062 
hours. 

If last Friday was the last 
snow day that the district 
takes for the rest of the year 
and the board votes to use 
Presidents’ Day as a make up 
day, Director of Student Ser¬ 
vices Derek Shouse said, then 
the last day of school will 


shift from Wednesday, May 21 
to Friday, May 30. 

Anderson County has 170 
instructional days, and can do 
so because its school days are 
longer, Shouse said. 

Given predictions that win¬ 
ter isn’t going to magically 
transform into springtime for 
anyone, we may see students 
celebrating the end of the 
school year in early June. 

Jessamine County schools 
have already announced 
their last day will be June 4 
as of Jan. 24, according to the 
Herald-Leader article, and 
Fayette’s will be the day after, 
June 5. 

Some districts are get¬ 
ting creative in making up 
instructional time, a few even 
temporarily adding an extra 


hour to the school day to try 
to recover time lost. 

Lawrence County schools 
in Alabama chose to add 
an extra hour from Jan. 8 
through the following Friday 
in order to prevent students 
and staff from having to 
come in on an unscheduled 
day. 

That’s not the case for 
Anderson County schools 
(Shouse said their calendar 
won’t allow a longer school 
day), although I’d be inter¬ 
ested to hear from students, 
parents and teachers if that is 
something they’d prefer than 
making up time on a holiday 
like Presidents’ Day. 

And it’s better to be safe 
than sorry when dismissing 
school due to the devastating 


effect below-average atten¬ 
dance can have on the district 
getting the funding it needs 
based on average daily atten¬ 
dance (ADA) rates. 

Jefferson County schools 
decided to stay open Friday, 
Jan. 17 and found its atten¬ 
dance slid down 11 percent for 
that day, according to a tweet 
from Courier-Journal educa¬ 
tion reporter Toni Konz. 

According to Shouse most 
districts use the 10-12 per¬ 
cent range when considering 
whether to close for illness 
and weigh how much fund¬ 
ing they’d lose if that percent¬ 
age of students didn’t show 
up for class. 

But financial matters have

This column is a summary of how 
to make something positive out of a 
negative experience. 

There are experiences in life that 
we have no control over such as death 
of a loved one and sometimes the 
loss of a job. I’ve known long-term 
employees with good work records 
who have arrived at their place of 
work as normal, only to find their 
place of employment locked and 
closed forever. Bad stuff sometimes 


happens to good people. 

We do have a choice about how 
we react to challenges. We can feel 
defeated or we can mobilize efforts 
to overcome the challenge. Financial 
pressure is something that most of 
us experi¬ 
ence at least 
once in our 
lives. Think 
about your 
values that 
guide your 
decisions, 
including 
your spend¬ 
ing choices. 

What are the 
five most important things you want 
to do with your life from this point 
on? If you only had three months 
left to live, what would you do with 
your remaining time? Look at those 
answers. See if there are common 
ideas. How can you begin to reach 
those dreams? What role does money 
play in accomplishing those goals? 

Talk to your family about how 
you can accomplish those goals. Some 
people want more time together 


and less stuff to take care of. Some 
families would rather have the boat 
and go camping every nice weekend 
than have a backyard pool or a big¬ 
ger home. Someone else may want 
to give up commuting 45 minutes 
to work and 
find some¬ 
thing closer 
to home, even 
if it’s less 
money. 

Develop 
a plan for 
your family 
to spend and 
save money. 
Prioritize 

your debts. Always remember to pay 
debts secured by your home or car 
first. Make a plan to not spend more 
than your income. Save something for 
emergencies and unexpected events 
including such things as illness, 
brakes and tires. 

The old fashioned advice to spend 
less or earn more is often the answer. 
That part-time job in addition to your 
regular employment may be the 
answer for right now. 


If bankruptcy or other legal pro¬ 
ceedings seem like an option, then get 
good legal advice before you get close 
to the time when you must make a 
decision. The earlier you get help and 
advice the better. 

You can get financial information 
from the Anderson County Exten¬ 
sion Office and the University of 
Kentucky. Look at the Money Wi$e 
website at ca.uky.edu/moneywise. 

You will have access to publications 
and money tips as well as links to 
money management experts around 
the country through extension. 

The Anderson County library will 
also have books and magazines that 
can help you. You can use the com¬ 
puters there for free to access infor¬ 
mation and prepare your resume or 
complete job applications. 

Money Habitudes is an upcoming 
Extension program that will help par¬ 
ticipants look at their financial goals 
and habits. More information will be 
available this spring.

McCurry) of Nicho- 
lasville; two grand¬ 
children, Hannah and 
Haidyn Giles; a sister 
Ginger Haydon (Butch); 
a brother, Johnny Giles

Giles’ younger sister 
Ginger Haydon of Law¬ 
renceburg remembers 
her brother growing up 
as an always happy, gre¬ 
garious child. 

That didn’t stop 
when Giles grew up, 
Haydon said. 

Haydon said her 
brother “always cared 
about people,” whether 
he was comforting peo¬ 


ple at the scene of an 
accident while working 
as a trooper or answer¬ 
ing calls as a council¬ 
man. 

“Even after he got 
out (of the military), as 
he retired and left jobs, 
he was constantly on 
the telephone. He kept 
up with everybody he 
knew with those jobs,” 
Haydon said. “We were 
always teasing him 
because he was always 
on the phone.” 

Giles’ younger broth¬ 
er Johnny Giles said his 
brother was a good fam¬ 
ily man. 

“We’ve been a close 
family, and he was a 
good brother,” he said. 

Fellow councilman 
Ken Evans said Giles 
was especially devoted 
to his granddaughter, 
Hannah, and that the 
two did nearly every¬ 


thing together. Haydon 
recalls that Giles and 
Hannah often went out 
to get pie, and Evans 
remembers Hannah rid¬ 
ing on the back of Giles’ 
motor scooter. 

Evans said he first 
got to know Giles in 
the ‘80s while both of 
them raised children in 
Anderson County and 
cooked meals at church 
events. 

Later, Evans and 
Giles were both elected 
to seats on the Law¬ 
renceburg City Coun¬ 
cil, and became fast 
friends. 

Evans said what 
he’ll remember the 
most about Giles is that 
he was always there 
for people, recalling 
the time when Evans’ 
mother died and Giles 
was there to offer his 
sympathies. 


“’We’re big boys, we 
all lose somebody we 
love and hopefully we’ll 
see them again,”’ Evans 
recounted Giles saying. 
‘If you need me in the 
meantime, I’m here.’” 

Evans said he’ll miss 
referring jokingly to the 
as “dumb and dumber” 
and cracking jokes 
before the start of coun¬ 
cil meetings. 

But the friendship 
between the two coun- 
cilmen also involved a 
serious commitment to 
serving the city, espe¬ 
cially for Giles, Evans 
said. 

“When I came on the 
council, seemed like we

'I'm not doing anything abusive to my animals' 


Pet owner outraged after anonymous 
writer leaves accusatory note on Jeep

Buddy is a smart dog, 
owner and Meadowlark 
Drive resident Amy 
Cubert said. 

A blue heeler and 
Labrador mix, the near¬ 
ly 11-year-old Buddy 
comes and goes as he 
pleases through a doggy 
door slot installed in 
Cubert’s garage door and 
into a fenced side yard. 

According to one 
anonymous letter left 
on Cubert’s vehicle, 
however, Cubert’s treat¬ 
ment of her pet is “igno¬ 
rant” and “uneducated” 
and she’s passing on a 
tradition of “cruelty” to 
her children. 

“This may end up 
being nothing, other 
than someone putting 
their 2 cents in,” Cubert 
said Monday morning 
of the letter, standing in 
her kitchen with Buddy 
and her 18-year-old 
black Labrador Lucy 
sleeping on the floor. 

“But they’re not 
brave enough to come 
to my front door or put 
their name on some¬ 
thing like that.” 

Cubert said she had 
gone out to dinner last 
Thursday night, and got 
back to her home in Syc¬ 
amore Estates — where 
she said she’s lived since 
2011 — at about 10 p.m. 

When she walked to 
her parked Jeep on the 
way to run errands last 
Friday morning, Cubert 
said she found an 
anonymous letter from 
“Animal Advocate” cov¬ 
ered in frost and placed 
underneath her wind¬ 
shield wipers. 

The handwritten let¬ 
ter’s contents describe 
the writer’s and his or 
her children’s distraught 
at Cubert leaving her 
dog Buddy outside in 
the cold, saying that if 
Cubert didn’t learn to 
take care of her dog, she 
could get Buddy taken 
away from her. 

“By law, pets must 
have shelter especially 
against wind. There is a 
hefty fine... 

“Please think of your 
dog, not to mention you 
are passing this cruelty 
as acceptable to your 
children,” the anony¬ 
mous author wrote to 
Cubert. 

This is the first time 
she’s ever received this 


type of letter, Cubert 
said. 

Last Thursday night 
was one of the coldest so 
far this winter, Cubert 
said, bringing tempera¬ 
tures several degrees 
below zero with the 
wind chill. 

Although she under¬ 
stands the concern, 
Cubert vehemently 
denies the accusations 
spelled out in the letter, 
saying her dog is able to 
come and go as he pleas¬ 
es and that he’s never 
outside long enough for 
it to be physically dan¬ 
gerous for her pet. 

Buddy’s breed has a 
legacy of being a work¬ 
ing dog, she added, and 
those dogs are used to 
winter temperatures. 
Her dog always has 
access to unfrozen 
water and shelter in the 
garage, but she’s not 
going to force Buddy to 
come inside all day. 

“Short of keeping 
(Buddy and Lucy) inside 
and locked inside and 
confined, which I’m 
never going to do, there’s 
nothing to change,” 
Cubert said. 

If Buddy does go 
outside, it’s because 
he hears a loud noise 
or motor and wants to 
investigate, Cubert said. 

He’s a nosy dog, and 
likes to check up on 
what’s going on outside. 
He may have heard the 
anonymous letter writer 
in question and went 
outside to see who it 
was, Cubert said. 

“Depends on how 
he feels... if he hears 
a FedEx or UPS truck, 
Buddy goes out for 
that because it’s a loud 
motor,” she said. 

Cubert said she takes 
the letter very seriously, 
and is angry about the 
fact that the writer 
didn’t contact her face- 
to-face instead of leav¬ 
ing a note in the middle 
of the night. 

Cubert said she also 
takes offense at the fact 
that she’s being scolded 
for allegedly leaving her 
pets outside when the 
letter writer apparently 
had a child out with 
him or her in the same 
weather. 

She said she later 
found adult footprints 
and small footprints 
Cubert assumes to be 
a child’s in the snow 
along the outside of

Editor's note: This is the text of the note Amy Cubert received from an 
unknown letter writer on the morning of Jan. 25. The letter has been 
copied, including misspellings, in its entirety. Cubert said she does not 
know the age, name or gender of the writer. 

Dear Neighbor: 

My children and I are very distraught at your pet being outside in these 
bitter cold temps. 

Dogs are not farm beasts. They cannot endure these temperatures! 

If you cannot understand this or do not have the ability to care for a fam¬ 
ily pet perhaps you can find a better home for your dog. 

"Other people" do this is an ignorant response. There are many ignorant & 
uneducated people in the world. 

By law, pets must have shelter especially against wind. There is a hefty 
fine... 

Please think of your dog, not to mention you are passing this cruelty as 
acceptable to your children. 

Also water freezes (in case you didn't know) so your dog is without water 
all day. Unacceptable. 

Please think! I am not alone in these concerns. Your dog can be taken 
away. 

Thank you. 
Please act..., 
Animal Adovcate 


her fenced yard, along 
with Buddy’s paw prints 
on the other side of the 
fence. 

“But to walk past 
my house and for five 
minutes assume I’ve left 
my dog outside ... I’m 
more concerned about 
the child walking with 
them through the snow 
and the dangerous wind 
chills,” Cubert said. 

Keith Beasley, an 
Anderson County ani¬ 
mal control officer, 
said Anderson County 
Animal Control has 
received several calls 
in the past few weeks 
about animals being 
left out in the cold, but 
about 90 percent of 
them are usually misun¬ 
derstandings. 

Beasley said it’s not 
illegal to leave a dog 
outside as long as the 
animal has an adequate 
doghouse or shelter. 

Dogs cannot be left 
outside longer than one 
hour without shelter 
according to ordinance, 


Beasley said. 

Charging someone 
with animal cruelty 
would depend upon the 
situation once animal 
control had investigat¬ 
ed, he said. 

Cubert said no one 
from animal control 
has stopped by her 
home since receiving 
the Jan. 25 letter and 
she’s received no phone 
calls or additional cor¬ 
respondence about the 
treatment of her dogs. 

Cubert said she 
would have rather 
addressed the writer’s 
complaints face-to-face, 
and is unable to do so 
because she doesn’t 
know who wrote the 
letter. 

And if she were able 
to speak with the anon¬ 
ymous letter writer, 
she’d explain the situ¬ 
ation, and then tell the 
writer to mind his or 
her own business. 

“Until they start pay¬ 
ing my bills, they can’t 
tell me what to do,” 


Cubert said. “I’m not 
doing anything illegal or 
abusive to my animals.” 

“They’re sticking 
their nose in somebody’s 
business where it doesn’t 


belong. They’re wrong. 
Period. And I bet I don’t 
get an apology.”

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Sen. Paul says American dream is 'waning' 

Republican weighs in on Obamacare, 
unemployment during stop in Lawrenceburg

U.S. Sen. Rand Paul 
(R-Bowling Green) railed 
against Obamacare, unem¬ 
ployment and other hot- 
button issues during a visit to 
Lawrenceburg last Thursday 
morning. 

Speaking to a crowd of 
about 75 people at the Best 
Western, Paul answered ques¬ 
tions ranging from his views 
on same sex marriage to who 
would be his running mate 
should he decide to run for 
president in 2016. 

Asked if the American 
dream is still alive, Paul said 
“yes, but it’s waning” due to 
the number of people who 
now rely on government 
assistance. 

“There is a real problem 
with disability claims,” he 
said. “There are 11 million 
people on disability and a 
good percentage of them 
could be encouraged to go 
back to work. 

“We need a safety net, but 
if people are faking they are 
taking money away from the 
people who really need it.” 

Paul opened his speech 
with harsh criticism of Presi¬ 
dent Obama and the federal 
government, including a ref¬ 
erence to its shutdown late 
last year. 

“The good news is the 
government is open. The bad 
news is that the government 
is open,” Paul deadpanned, 
adding that it is borrowing “$1 
million every minute and $1 
trillion every year.” 

Paul cited a lack of jobs as 
one of the biggest problems 
facing the nation and here, 
saying the rate in 25 Ken¬ 
tucky counties is 1.5 times 
higher than the national 
average. 

“There are a lot of prob¬ 
lems and one of them is the 
president’s war on coal,” Paul 


said, an obvious reference to 
Obama’s campaign promise 
in 2008 to “bankrupt” coal 
mines. 

“The president believes he 
can come to Lawrenceburg, 
find the rich people, take 
their money and give it to the 
poor,” Paul continued. “Mine 
is to reduce their taxes and 
create jobs.” 

Paul said Obamacare “is 
turning out to be worse than I 
thought.” 

“Now, the president is mak¬ 
ing changes [to the law] on 
his own, which is illegal and 
unconstitutional.” 

Responding to a question 
about getting “government 
out of our lives and our pock¬ 
ets,” Paul said he stands for 
freedom, not “government 
coercion,” saying that the 
government wants to govern 
“how much water is in your 
toilet” to gas mileage. 

“Now it’s about health 
insurance,” he said. “There 
used to be hundreds of plans, 
now there’s only four. They 
are taking away freedom of 
choice.” 

Paul called efforts to 
increase the minimum wage 
“well intended but with the 
wrong results,” adding that 
the best way to increase 
wages is by focusing on hav¬ 
ing a growing economy. 

Paul said he is for “tradi¬ 
tional marriage” between a 
man and a woman, and said 
he has “mixed feelings” about 
Edward Snowden, the former 
government worker who fled 
to Russia after exposing NSA 
secrets about spying on the 
American people. 

“I don’t think a single 
search warrant should apply 
to all of your phone calls,” 
Paul said, adding that he 
thinks Snowden should be 
punished but not “put to 
death” for breaking his oath 
to protect the nation’s secrets. 


Paul, a leading conserva¬ 
tive contender for the 2016 
presidential election, said 
getting a conservative in the 
White House requires attract¬ 
ing a wider base of voters. 

“We need to become more 
diverse,” he said. “We’re not 


winning a lot of votes in the 
bigger cities We need to work 
harder to get votes from Afri¬ 
can Americans and Hispan¬ 
ics.” 

Paul downplayed any 
potential run for president, 
saying as of last Thursday his 


wife isn’t for it. 

“There are two votes in my 
home, and my wife gets those 
two votes,” he said. “Right 
now they’re no.”

The Anderson County Fis¬ 
cal Court voted unanimously 
Friday morning to spend just 
over $91,000 to purchase a new 
dump truck. 

The 2015 International 
Workstar will be purchased 
under a state price contract 
and replace one of two trucks 
that are rusted out but have 
low mileage, Judge-Executive 
John Wayne Conway said dur¬ 
ing the meeting. 

Conway said the two rusted- 
out trucks have around 58,000 
miles on them. He said the 
beds of the trucks are rusted 
out, and replacing them would 
cost an estimated $10,000, 
more than double what the 
trucks are now worth. 

Conway said he isn’t sure 
what the county will do with 
them, but hopes the new one 
will last longer. 

“The steam [generator] we 
bought is taking better care of 
them,” he said. “We hope they 
won’t rust out as quick.” 

The new truck was pur¬ 
chased from Bluegrass Inter¬ 
national Trucks in George¬ 
town. 


Meeting notes 

Magistrates unanimously 
approved minutes from the 
December environmental 
committee meeting. 

According to the minutes, 
a discussion was held about 
cardboard recycling including 
a suggestion that businesses 
not using the service should be 
required to “pay a 10 percent 
fee or have the county pick [it] 
up.”

Library board OKs iPad buy, amends budget

The library board of trustees will 
be going paperless by using capital 
outlay funded iPads as soon as their 
February board meeting. 

After a few minutes of discussion 
about the final draft of the policy, the 
library board unanimously approved 
the third draft of its paperless policy, 
which includes the purchase of five 
iPads for library board use, during a 
special-called meeting Jan. 23. 

The board’s Tuesday night meet¬ 
ing was rescheduled due to the winter 
weather. Trustee Rachel Dockal was 
absent during the special-called Thurs¬ 
day night meeting. 

All library board members will be 
allowed to take home iPads between 
monthly meetings to review board 
documents. 

According to Library Director Pam 
Mullins, board members will be able to 
use the library iPads, purchased using 
capital outlay funds, as early as next 
month’s February meeting. Data plans 
will not be purchased for the devices 
by the library or trustees because of 
complications that could arise when 
the device needs to be transferred to an 
incoming board member, Mullins said. 
Data plans were also an expense the 
library did not want to pay for in addi¬ 
tion to the devices themselves, she said. 

Depending on the protective case 
chosen for each device, Mullins said in 
a December 2013 article in The Ander¬ 
son News, each tablet will cost $650-750 
each including an extended warranty. 
The library will also purchase the 
charging device and screen protector 
for each tablet, but trustees are respon¬ 
sible for any other tablet accessory. 

Mullins said at the time that the 
board’s new paperless policy — the 
impetus for purchasing the iPads 
— would save the library time and 
money. Trustees will be able to more 
easily and effectively access docu-

ments, Mullins said. 

“Above and beyond eliminating the 
cost of the paper and ink for printing 
all the documents, it will also save the 
time required to organize and distrib¬ 
ute the information prior to meetings, 
to organize and file the information 
after meetings, and to search for and 
retrieve documents when needed in 
the future,” Mullins said in an e-mail. 

The paperless policy was first dis¬ 
cussed at the board’s November meet¬ 
ing, with a first draft presented by 
librarian Pam Marks at the December 
meeting. 

The board had tabled the final 
approval of its paperless policy until its 
January 2014 meeting. 

The final draft of the board’s paper¬ 
less policy included the same Inter¬ 
net acceptable use standard that all 
library patrons must adhere to if using 
library-owned devices. 

Although the board already agreed 
to only use the iPads for library board 
business only, Mullins said trustees 
wished to include the language of 
library’s acceptable use policy to show 
that the board would be holding them¬ 
selves to the same standards as library 
card holders. 

“It was something the board wanted 
added to say that we’re holding our¬ 
selves to the same standards as we’re 


holding the public,” she said. 

The tablet computers will remain 
the library’s property during the time 
trustees use the devices, according to 
the library’s policy, and tablets will be 
turned into the library at the end of a 
trustee’s term. 

Board amends budget 

Because tax revenue receipts had 
been coming in about $10,000 less than 
what was anticipated, Library Director 
Mullins presented an amended budget 
for the rest of the fiscal year. 

Last August library trustees low¬ 
ered both their personal and real 
property taxes by 3.41 percent and 1.163 
percent, respectively. 

Mullins said she believed the 
decrease in tax revenue was due to the 
slight decrease in the tax rate. Mullins 
said she decreased the library’s overall 
expenses by $10,000 as well to reflect 
the change in revenue. The library’s 
reserves, at $2.1 million, remained 
untouched, she said. 

Other amended changes to the 
library’s budget include: 

• $15,000 decrease in overall person¬ 
nel costs due to the vacancy of a full¬ 
time staff member 

• $5,000 decrease in health insurance 
due to costs being lower than antici¬ 
pated, according to Mullins 

• $4,000 increase in marketing bud¬ 
get to account for the library’s new 
newsletter, future advertising, and pur¬ 
chased commercials with Froggy radio. 
Mullins said she anticipates doing more 
advertising in the upcoming months 
for summer reading and the “One Book 
One Bluegrass” reading program. 

• $10,000 decrease in supplies expens¬ 
es 

• $3,000 increase in book purchases, 
$4,000 increase in electronic materi¬ 
als and $3,000 decrease in AV material 
purchases

O n the 41st anni¬ 
versary of Roe 
v. Wade, the 
Kentucky Senate over¬ 
whelmingly passed Sen¬ 
ate Bill 3, 
also known 
as the 
“Informed 
Consent 
Bill,” by a 
vote of 33-5. 

The bill, 
lauded by 
supporters Brian

tion, requires that any 
woman considering an 
abortion have a face-to- 
face consultation with a 
doctor, nursery or social 
worker at least 24 hours 
prior to the procedure. 

As of right now, 
under the current 
informed consent law 
women need only to 
have this consultation 
over the telephone, 
which is sometimes pre¬ 
recorded, and provide 
written documentation 
that the so-called “con¬ 
sultation” took place. 
The bill now goes to the 
House for consideration; 


please pray for its pass¬ 
ing. 

An editorial in Sun¬ 
day’s edition of the Lex¬ 
ington Herald-Leader 
painted this piece of 
legislation as nothing 
more than a Republican 
“attempt to degrade 
the rights of Kentucky 
women.” 

The column cited 
Lexington Sen. Reginald 
Thomas deprecatorily 
condemning this bill as 
“a guilt trip” on women 
that would bring 
about “humiliation, 
embarrassment, [and] 
shaming,” and that the 
decision to terminate 
the life of their unborn 
child was “a decision 
that is their constitu¬ 
tional right to make,” as 
if to negate the remorse 
and indignity that natu¬ 
rally accompanies such 
a decision. 

Like a similar article 
in the Jan. 19 edition of 
the Herald-Leader, the 
author of this column 
went on to lament the 
fact that “low-income” 
and “rural women,” 
in order to obtain this 
so-called right to abort 
their child, would now 


be forced to “make two 
trips [to the clinic] or 
pay for an overnight 
stay” and this would be 
unduly “burdensome.” 

Then, the editorialist 
opined, “In an age when 
doctors practice medi¬ 
cine via the internet and 
college degrees can be 
had online, it’s insulting 
to suggest that Ken¬ 
tucky women require a 
face-to-face consultation 
to understand the risks 
of ending a pregnancy.” 

On the surface this 
argument seems valid; 
after all, we are living 
in a digital age; why not 
use such technology to 
counsel a potential abor¬ 
tion patient? The differ¬ 
ence, however, lies in the 
purpose. 

We are not talking 
about earning your 
bachelor’s degree or 
diagnosing an illness. 

We are talking about 
the consideration, if not 
all-out determination, to 
terminate a living, help¬ 
less human being. 

Again, in all this talk 
of “women’s rights” the 
rights of the unborn 
child and his or her 
health are seemingly 


trumped. 

My wife and I have 
had the joy of being 
foster parents now 
for almost nine years. 
When we were begin¬ 
ning this process we 
were required by the 
Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky to attend a certain 
amount of training 
hours in order to obtain 
our certification. Even 
now, on a yearly basis, 
we have to physically 
attend training, some¬ 
times out of our way, to 
keep our certification. 

Why is it important 
for us to physically 
attend these trainings? 
Why not do it all online? 
Because of the purpose 
of those trainings, we 
are caring for at-risk 
children. Why is impor¬ 
tant for the child’s social 
worker to physically 
be in our home where 
the children are living? 
Because the nature of 
the work requires an 
accountability struc¬ 
ture that cannot be rel¬ 
egated to a casual phone 
conversation. We are 
dealing with the lives 
of children. We would 
think it asinine if our

legislature were to sug¬ 
gest passing a law where 
all of this could be done 
via internet and phone. 
Children’s lives are too 
important to do such a 
thing. 

This brings me back 
to the importance of 
Senate Bill 3. According 
to the bill’s sponsor, Sen. 
Sara Beth Gregory, the 
point of the measure is 
to provide women seek¬ 
ing an abortion “a more 
meaningful opportunity 
to consider information 
and ask questions prior 
to the procedure.” This is 
not diagnosing an illness 
nor obtaining a degree; 
this is the life of a child 
that is in the balance. 

Let me ask, if the pro¬ 
spective parents of an 
orphaned child must go 
through the scrutiny of 


interviews, background 
checks, travel arrange¬ 
ments, not to mention 
incurring a substantial 
financial obligation in 
order to adopt the child, 
why is it too much to 
ask a mother to take 
some extra time and, 
perhaps, go out of her 
way if need be, to be 
counseled prior to abort¬ 
ing hers? 

It may be a matter of 
convenience and com¬ 
fort for her, but it’s a 
matter of life and death 
for her child.

You would also have the various creeds written for the 
Baptist church, the Methodist church and even the 
Presbyterian churches etc. 

The Bible is the only standard for the Lord’s church (Acts 
2:42) and with the addition of creeds it has only muddied 
the water. Also by adding these creeds it has brought 
about ail kinds of divisions, which God condemns (John

Opal Phillips of 
Lawrenceburg was 
honored this fall with 
a National Volunteer 
Award during the 
National Hospice 
and Palliative Care 
Organization’s clini¬ 
cal team conference 
held in Kansas City in 
September, according 
to a Hospice of the 
Bluegrass release. 

The National Coun¬ 
cil of Hospice and 
Palliative Profession¬ 
als and the National 
Hospice Foundation 
selected Phillips as 
the 2013 Volunteers 
are the Foundation of 
Hospice Award recipi¬ 
ent in the category of 
Organizational Sup¬ 
port, the release said. 

According to the 
release, Phillips has 
been a volunteer at 
the Hospice of the 
Bluegrass Frankfort 
office for the past 11 
years. 

“In logging more 
than 5,000 hours of 
volunteer work since 
2002, Phillips has pro¬ 
vided respite care and 
transportation ser¬ 


vices, conducted oral 
history projects with 
patients and delivered 
meals to the homes 
of hospice patients,” 
according to an article 
about Phillips’ award 
in a Hospice of the 
Bluegrass publication. 

“She has served as 
a buddy at children’s 
grief camps and has 
a special heart for 
veterans — she played 
a key role in hospice’s 
new ‘We Honor Veter¬ 
ans’ program. 

“’For the children 
who have been hurt 
because they lost 
someone close to 
them, we teach them 
tools and give them 


a safe place to be,”’ 
Phillips was quoted as 
saying in her speech 
after accepting her 
award. 

“’I also feel the 
strongest for the vet¬ 
erans of the Vietnam 
War. They came home 
and people were 
ashamed of them, so 
it makes me feel espe¬ 
cially proud to help 
them and their fami¬ 
lies,”’ she said. 

Phillips is a 65-year- 
old grandmother of 
four, and has main¬ 
tained her duties as 
a volunteer despite 
being diagnosed with 
cancer two years 
ago, according to the 


article in the Hospice 
of the Bluegrass pub¬ 
lication. 

“She has undergone 
six surgeries, wears a 
brace on her leg and is 
currently undergoing 
treatment for throat 
cancer,” the article 
said. 

“But don’t you dare 
feel sorry for her. She 
won’t stand for it,” the 
article continued. 

“’I’ve got some 
health issues, so 
what?’ Phillips said in 
a voice that is country 
strong. ‘It’s not stop¬ 
ping me and it’s not 
going to get me. God is 
not through with me 
yet.’”

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Super Bowl a 
time to assess 
changes in 
UK football 

I never thought I would see the day 
when the Super Bowl could have a 
major impact on recruiting at the 
University of Kentucky. 

But, again, I never thought I would 
see a team playing for the Lombardi 
Trophy with three former Wildcats 
playing significant roles. 

Unless your football 
fandom was frozen out 
over the last couple of 
weeks, you already knew 
that a pair of Bronco 
starting linebackers, Wes¬ 
ley Woodyard and Danny 
Trevathan, suited up for 
the Wildcats. You also 
knew that Jacob Tamme, 
who caught a touchdown 
pass against the Patriots 
in the AFC title game, 
played his high school 
ball at Boyle County and went on to 
UK, where he starred for Rich Brooks. 

And when they take the field Sun¬ 
day, such exposure has to be a big plus 
for Mark Stoops and company. 

Granted, Stoops did not coach any 
of those guys at UK. They all matric¬ 
ulated while Brooks was running the 
show in Lexington. Tamme and Wood- 
yard played their entire careers under 
Brooks while Trevathan was there for 
both Brooks and Joker Phillips. 

But the fact remains that three for¬ 
mer Kentucky Wildcats will be suit¬ 
ing up Sunday, more than any other 
school except Tennessee, which has 
four, if my hurried glance through 
the Broncos’ and Seahawks rosters 
was correct. 

While Stoops’ inroads on the 
recruiting trail have created some¬ 
what of a buzz about UK football, 
competition can easily point out that 
the Wildcats have not been to a major 
bowl since Harry Truman was in the 
White House. 

That was 1952, when Kentucky 
knocked off Texas Christian in the 
Cotton Bowl, which at the time was 
one of the four major bowl games. 
There have been 10 lesser bowl game 
appearances since then. 

But can you imagine the power 
that Stoops can use when he finds a 
kid whose dream is to play on Sun¬ 
days and says, “You can be part of 
something special at Kentucky and 
you can reach your dreams like those 
three did.” 

Add to that the fact that Stoops can 
say, “I helped recruit many of those 
guys at Florida State who just won a 
national championship,” and you can 
see a roundabout way that UK could 
capitalize. 

No, that doesn’t erase the fact that 
Kentucky went 2-10 last year and 
other schools can point out that his¬ 
tory shows that Kentucky has had 
more seasons with two or fewer wins 
(11) than bowl games since that Cot¬ 
ton Bowl appearance. 

Of course today’s kids seem to be 
rarely influenced by history, so that 
is where Stoops can use the here and 
now on kids that have not commit¬ 
ted for this fall - see Elam, Matt - and 
kids in the future. 

Whether it makes any difference 
or not might be impossible to gauge, 
but you know what somehow, the UK 
coaches will be finding a way to put a 
Big Blue spin on things.

Face old teammate

Anderson County 
should get a good look 
at where it stands 
against the best in the 
Eighth Region Friday 
when the Bearcats host 
defending regional 
champ South Oldham. 

Tipoff is at 7:30 p.m. 

South Oldham suf¬ 
fered heavy graduation 
losses but is humming 
along at 13-2 after the 
weekend’s games and 
is ranked No. 21 in the 
state in the Rating the 
State rankings that 
appeared in Monday’s 
Lexington Herald- 
Leader. The Dragons 
are ranked at the top 


of the Eighth Region in 
the same rating service. 

Veteran coach Steve 
Simpson has the Drag¬ 
ons rolling and in the 
thick of things for 
another trip to Rupp 
Arena for the Sweet 
16. “Last year’s bench 
is this year’s starting 
lineup at South,” Drury 
said. 

Senior Kyle Young 
did start most of last 
year. He and classmate 
Michael Griffin give 
the Dragons a very 
solid one-two punch. 

As always, Simpson’s 
teams shoot well and 
play a smart, funda¬ 
mental game. 

Saturday, the 
Bearcats play Frank¬ 
fort, but at press time 
there was some ques¬ 
tion on where the 


game was played as 
both teams apparently 
believe it is their home 
game. Drury, however, 
said the game will go 
on, regardless of where 
it is played. See www. 
theandersonnews.com 
for updates. 

While Frankfort is 
5-14 on the year, the 
Panthers have won 
three of their last five. 
“They were waiting on 
a lot of their football 
players,” Drury said. 

One of those, junior 
Jalen Washington, 
is considered one of 
Kentucky’s best ath¬ 
letes, while Drury says 
sophomore forward 
Anthony Robinson will 
give Anderson prob¬ 
lems. “He is big and 
strong,” Drury says. 
“Their entire team is 


very athletic.” 

Tuesday, Anderson 
hosts George Rogers 
Clark in what might 
be the first boys’ bas¬ 
ketball game ever 
between the schools. 

Anderson, however, 
is very familiar with 
junior guard Damian 
King (5-foot-10), who 
played middle school 
and freshman ball at 
Anderson before his 
family relocated to 
Winchester. 

“We know how good 
he can be,” Drury 
smiled. “We were very 
high on Damian when 
he was here. He is prob¬ 
ably their best player.” 

Clark has struggled 
some in recent years, 
but Drury noted that 
the Cardinals have 
been competitive this 


year despite a 7-11 
record. Clark dropped 
a 10-point decision at 
unbeaten Montgomery 
County on Jan. 3. 

However, the 
teams’ only common 
opponent, Collins, 
routed the Cardinals 
in December but had 
to rally in the final 
minutes to slip past the 
Bearcats on Jan. 14. 

No make-up dates set 

Drury said the 
Bearcats have not 
scheduled any make¬ 
up dates for games 
lost to weather and 
it might be difficult 
to re-schedule them. 
Anderson had games 
with Mercer County, 
Carroll County and 
North Oldham called 
off in January. 


“We back-loaded 
our schedule because 
of the success of our 
football team,” Drury 
said of his team having 
relatively light sched¬ 
ules in the first half of 
the season but being 
busy late. 

In addition to the 
up coming games, the 
Bearcats were to have 
played at Spencer 
County Tuesday and 
host Gallatin County 
next Wednesday, giv¬ 
ing them five games in 
eight days.

Deer hunters set record 

Kentucky deer hunt¬ 
ers set a new harvest 
record during the 2013- 
2014 season. The season 
came to a close on Jan. 

20 with more than 
144,400 deer telech- 
ecked according to the 
Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife’s 
online system. 

That number eclipses 
the previous record of 
131,395 set just last year. 
Anderson County saw 
its largest harvest since 
the 2002 season when 
2,125 deer were checked. 
This past season hunters 
telechecked a total of 
2,324 deer in Anderson 
County to contribute 
to the new state record 


harvest. 

Owen County led 
the state and Bluegrass 
Region with 4,069 deer 
harvested. Other sur¬ 
rounding Bluegrass 
Region counties have 
added several deer to 
the harvest at last count: 
Franklin 1,992; Shelby 
2,775; Spencer 1,701; Nel¬ 
son 2,169 and Washing¬ 
ton with 1,959.

Jon Gassett resigned 
last fall in the midst of 
some controversy sur¬ 
rounding the Depart¬ 
ment and has since 
moved on to other 
things. He had been 
the commissioner since 
2005. According to the 


state government web¬ 
site the salary for the 
position at the time of 
Gassett’s resignation was 
nearly $135,000 per year. 

Dallas Safari Club gets 
heat for controversial hunt 

Some of you may 
have heard about the 
latest auction held by 
the Dallas Safari Club in 
Texas. The auction was 
held a few weeks back 
for the chance to hunt 
an endangered black 
rhino in Namibia, Afri¬ 
ca. Corey Knowlton paid 
$350,000 for a permit 
for the hunt which was 
actually auctioned off 
in order to raise money 
for the preservation of 
the remaining popula¬ 
tion of black rhinos. 

The hunt, according 
to reports, is to target 
an older male in the 
heard that might not 
be around much lon¬ 
ger anyway either due 
to age or poaching. As 
with anything, however, 
there is the opposition 
side of the story. 

There have appar¬ 
ently been death threats 
sent to Knowlton by 
folks opposing his hunt. 
Knowlton and the Dal¬ 
las Safari Club have 
acknowledged that the 
money paid for this 
hunt will greatly ben¬ 
efit the preservation of 
the remaining black rhi¬ 
nos in the area that are 
endangered. There are 
reportedly around 1,800 
black rhinos in Namibia 
where the hunt is 


expected to take place. 
The worldwide popu¬ 
lation (including the 
Namibia herd) is around 
5,055 animals. 

Personally, I’m not 
sure that those oppos¬ 
ing this hunt would or 
could ever raise that 
much money to go 
toward species preserva¬ 
tion for any group of 
animals. I definitely do 
not agree with putting 
a human life before 
that of an animal of any 
kind endangered or not. 
Death threats toward 
a fellow human being 
over this type of issue, 
or any other for that 
matter, are very imma¬ 
ture, totally uncalled for 
and show how irrational 
some folks really are in 
today’s society. Imagine 
what could be accom¬ 
plished in our world 
today if that type of 
passion was directed in a 
more sensible and sane 
way. 

It’s a pretty simple 
case of sacrificing one 
in order to try and save 
many. 

For a much more 
intense and meaningful 
sacrifice I would invite 
you to read John 3:16- 
17 in your Bible. Those 
folks issuing death 
threats towards others 
could gain a great deal 
from this and maybe 
refocus their passion in 
order to benefit society. 

Take a kid hunting 
and fishing (or trapping) 
soon!

Collecting broodstock key to excellent 
muskellunge, walleye and other fisheries

Crews from the 
fisheries division of 
the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources 
will be spreading out 
across the state in a 
few weeks to collect 
broodstock for the 
Minor Clark Hatchery 
in Morehead and the 
Pfeiffer Fish Hatchery 
near Frankfort. 

“We hoped to get out 
there by the first of 
February, but we are 
held by up the current 
cold temperatures and 
the hatchery ponds 
being frozen over,” said 
David Baker, stream 
biologist for Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. “It 
will be a little later 
than we would like to 
do it.” 

Some citizens get 
upset or worry when 
they see fisheries 
personnel collecting 
broodfish from their 
favorite fishing waters. 

“Without collecting 
broodstock from the 
wild, we wouldn’t have 
these great walleye, 
muskellunge or hybrid 
striped bass fisheries,” 
said Gerry Buynak, 
assistant director of 
fisheries for Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. 

Buynak explained 
there is little natural 
reproduction of wall¬ 
eye or muskellunge 
in Kentucky. The pro¬ 
ductive fishing found 
in our state for these 
species is almost com¬ 
pletely supported by 
stocking. 

“Without collect¬ 
ing broodstock below 
Cave Run Lake Dam, 
we wouldn’t have the 
world class muskel¬ 
lunge fisheries in 
Cave Run, Green River 
and Buckhorn lakes or 
many muskie in our 
native muskellunge 
streams and rivers,” 
he said. “We breed 
the native strain Ken¬ 
tucky muskellunge.” 

Fisheries biologists 
must routinely change 


the broodfish at the 
hatchery to sustain the 
genetic diversity of the 
resulting fry. “Hatcher¬ 
ies try to mimic what 
happens in the wild,” 
Buynak said. “The 
quality of eggs f rom 
wild stocks is much 
better than reusing 
hatchery broodstock 
over several years.” 

Workers will collect 
70 female and 75 male 
Erie strain walleye 
from the Green River 
Lake tailwater, Lake 
Cumberland, Carr 
Creek Lake and Laurel 
River Lake to make 
1.6 million fingerlings. 
The fisheries division 
will stock these finger- 
lings into Green River 
Lake, Laurel River 
Lake, Lake Cumber¬ 
land, Carr Creek, Nolin 
River Lake, Paintsville 
Lake and the Russell 
Fork of Big Sandy 
River. 

Fisheries biologists 
and technicians will 
also collect brood¬ 
stock of the river 
strain walleye native 
to Kentucky before 
the construction of 
the large reservoirs 
in the decades follow¬ 
ing World War II. The 
native strain walleye 
mainly inhabited the 
Green River and Cum¬ 
berland River systems. 

These native fish 
grew to monstrous 
size in the early years 
of Lake Cumberland, 
culminating in the 
21-pound, 8-ounce 
state record walleye, 
caught in 1958. Then, 
the bottom fell out 
of the fishery as the 
native river fish didn’t 
reproduce well in the 
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new lake environment. 
The fisheries division 
began in the early 
1970s to stock the Lake 
Erie strain, which bet¬ 
ter survived in reser¬ 
voirs. 

Biologists thought 
the native strain of 
walleye was likely 
gone from Kentucky 
until a discovery of an 
isolated population in 
the upper Rockcastle 
River in the 1990s. 

“We want to con¬ 
tinue restoring the 
population of native 
walleye into areas 
where they once were 
and expand fishing 
opportunity as well,” 
Buynak said. 

Fisheries research 
biologist Dave Dreves 
and crew will collect 
10 to 15 female and 16 
male native walleye 
from the Big South 
Fork of Cumberland 
River and from the 
Barren River system. 

These fish will 
produce 150,000 fin¬ 
gerlings to stock in 
the Levisa Fork of Big 
Sandy River, Martins 
Fork Reservoir, the 
upper Barren River 
and in the Cumberland 
River above the Falls. 

“Some of the Erie 
strain walleye females 
will also be used to 
breed with male sau- 
ger for the new saug- 
eye stockings,” Buynak 
said. Guist Creek Lake 
in Shelby County, 
Bullock Pen Lake in 
Grant County and A.J. 
Jolly Lake in Campbell 
County all received 
saugeye stockings last 
year and will again 
this year. Boltz Lake 
in Grant County will 


get saugeye this year. 
These stockings pro¬ 
vide a new fishery for 
Kentucky anglers to 
enjoy in the next year 
or so. 

The fisheries divi¬ 
sion also plans to col¬ 
lect sauger broodstock 
from the Ohio River 
and lower Kentucky 
River to continue the 
stocking program in 
the Kentucky River, 
Salt River, Green River 
and upper Barren 
River. 

The original hybrid 
striped bass cross used 
male white bass and 
female striped bass to 
make hybrid striped 
bass. Female striped 
bass proved difficult to 
use and didn’t respond 
well to human han¬ 
dling, so the fisheries 
division switched to 
the reciprocal cross, 
using female white 
bass and male striped 
bass, in the mid 1990s. 

“The reciprocal cross 
is easier to produce at 
the hatchery, but it 
seems they run small¬ 
er,” Buynak said. “We 
are trying to produce a 
bigger hybrid striped 
bass.” 

If anglers see fish¬ 
eries technicians and 
biologists collecting 
broodstock over the 
next two months, 
they shouldn’t grow 
alarmed. “Anglers 
must know we are 
removing these fish to 
improve these fisher¬ 
ies,” Baker explained. 
“We plan to put them 
right back from where 
they came after we 
spawn them at our 
hatcheries.”
